One of the top priorities in Parks and Recreation Department’s (PARD) Long Range Plan is acquiring parkland along 
Williamson Creek.  The proposed 1.62 acre acquisition provides a future trail head opportunity along an inaccessible 
stretch of Williamson Creek Greenbelt.   
 
Some of the property sits outside the floodplain allowing for parking and other park amenities.  Its location provides 
vehicular access from South 1st Street. The Parks & Recreation Department would fund this proposed acquisition 
through the 2006 Proposition 3 Bond Funds for Parks, Facilities, and Parkland.  
 
The purchase price is below the current fair market value, as established by an independent third party appraiser.
